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THE “ FORGOTTEN MAN“ 
In commenting on the failure of the v isit of 
the Western gov ernors to the White House in 
putting ov er their program and in ex pressing 
his disappointment as to the result of his con­ 
ferences with President Roosev elt and Secretary 
Wallace, Governor Langer is quoted as say ing: 
“It is a 100 p er cent failure. I am v ery disap­ 
p ointed and disgusted. Th e farmer is the for­ 
gotten man. Every body else h as been h ere be­ 
fore h im, th e banker, th e insurance man, th e 
railroad man, and got all th e money . Th ere is 
noth ing left for th e farmer.” 
With out going into detail as to th e soundness 
of th e p olicies of th is and th e p receding admin­ 
istration in th e matter of “rescuing th e farmer” 
it migh t be well to reflect for a moment on th e 
justness of th e good Governor’s statement quoted 
above. Is th e fanner indeed th e forgotten man? 
In a recent issue, th e New York Times, a news­ 
p ap er noted for th e accuracy of its rep orting, 
called attention to th e fact th at an official sur­ 
vey of wh at th e government in recent y ears h ad 
done for th e farmer indicated th at since July , 
1929, more th an two billion dollars h as been ad­ 
vanced to th e farmers by th e various govern­ 
ment agencies wh o h ave been seeking to h elp 
h im to become p rosp erous. And th is staggering 
sum, it is also p ointed out, does not include th e 
$36 0,000,000 ex p ended by th e Farm Board in its 
efforts to p eg th e p rice of wh eat and cotton so 
th at th e farmer migh t get a h igh er p rice for h is 
p roduce. 
But th is total, nearly two and a h alf billions, 
is not th e end. Anoth er quarter of a billion h as 
been made available for a loan of ten cents a 
p ound on cotton in an effort to p eg th e p rice of 
th is p roduct, and th e ex tension of loans on oth er 
farm commodities are to follow so th at during 
th e nex t y ear it is believed th at anoth er billion 
will be loaned for th is p urp ose. In th e p rogram 
for p roduction control, th e government is now 
ex tending furth er benefits to th e farmers in th e 
sum of anoth er billion dollars. Th e government 
h op ed to get th is back th rough th e p rocessing 
tax , making th e consumer p ay it, but if th e 
amounts so raised are not enough Uncle Sam 
will be h olding th e bag as usual. 
Th e Agricultural Dep artment is one of th e 
most ex p ensive branch es of th e government and 
wh eth er we agree with its p olicies or not, its 
sole aim and intent is to h elp th e farmer. It may 
be argued th at in sp ite of all th e h elp intended 
th e farmer h as not y et been made p rosp erous. 
Perh ap s th at is true. Very few of us are enjoy ­ 
ing th at very enviable state of well being today . 
But th e record of th e p ast four y ears certainly 
does not bear out th e assertion th at th e farmer 
is th e forgotten man. 
Every body sy mp ath izes with th e farmer and 
h is troubles and every one h op es h e will soon be 
restored to a state of p rosp erity , because it is 
known th at no nation can be well off with nearly 
h alf of its p op ulation in th e doldrums. It is bare­ 
ly p ossible th at th e task of bringing p rosp erity 
to agriculture is one wh ich cannot be accom­ 
p lish ed in its entirety by legislation or govern­ 
ment fiat. It is faintly p ossible, tob, even if th e 


fore somebody else “ got all the money ” and had 
returned to their homes with a trunkload of as­ 
sistance, that the farmer might not hav e been 
rescued. 
No matter how unfortunate he may be, the 
American farmer is not a forgotten man, if for 
no other reason than that the professional agi­ 
tators would not let us forget him ev en if we 
wanted to, which we do not. 
Just at present if we may be permitted to 
offer our humble opinion, it is the poor tax pay er 
who is the forgotten citizen in America. 


HOPKINS TELLS GOVERNORS OF BIG RELIEF PROGRAM 


WOODIN RETIRES 
The retirement of Secretary William H. Woodin 
from the treasury is no surprise to those who 
hav e followed the activ ities of the administra­ 
tion. It has been known for some time that Mr. 
Woodin was not in accord with the monetary 
policy of President Roosev elt and has prov en 
more or less of a stumbling block toward the 
carry ing out of a definite inflationary policy . 
While the resignation of Woodin was not ac­ 
cepted by the Presidènt, it is the general opinion 
that the retiremnt of the secretary will prov e 
permanent and that the newly appointed under­ 
secretary , Morgenthau, will assume full author­ 
ity as secretary of the treasury . 
Although it is lamentable that such an able 
man as Mr. Woodin must be replaced in the 
cabinet, it will probably prov e to adv antage to 
the administration to hav e affected the change.
